PREPARING 
THE SEED-BED. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A. Work of Prime Importance If Good JBe- 


galts Be Expected. 


Preparing the seed-bed after theplow 


is a work of no small importance. In 
regard to the consistency of the soil at 
the time of working the same rule laid 
down for plowing would also be appli- 
cable here. A good seed-bed can not 
be made from wet, waxy earth. A 
very sandy soil may be worked when 
quite wet, aa the particles never adhere 
to any great extent, as is the case with 
soils containing a considerable amount 
of clay or loam. One cultivating or 
harrowing when the ground is in tho 
right condition will do more good than 
three -when the ground is too wet to 
fall apart readily. 


Where the land is plowed in autumn, 


or quite atimo before seeding, it should 
not, as a rule, be replowecl. That por- 
tion which has lain exposied to the 
action of the elements is best adapted 
to the wants of plant life, as it is more 
thoroughly disintegrated, and, there- 
fore, holding its fertility in an immedi- 
ately available form. 
To turn thia sur- 


face soil under would be to lose all that 
has been gained by the action of the 
frost or by other means. A thorough 
stirring arid mixing is what it wants. 
Cultivators with deep, sharp 
teeth 


should first be used, running them both 
ways across the 
field. 
AHer thus 


loosening up and stirring the whole 
depth of the soil let the sun and air 


ave a chance at it for a few hours at 


..east before putting on the harrows. 
Th& last should have fine, closely-set 
teeth and be light and wide, that" the 
work may 
be rapidly as well as 


effectively done. A team can draw 
a 
light-framed, 
steel-tooth harrow 


tbat 
takes a 
ten-foot 
sweep 
as 


easily aa it could many of the olil 
fashioned six-by-six 
timbered drags 


that covered less than half the width. 
With a good wide harrow we can go 
over a lield in half the time that w.ould 
be required with a narrow one 
What 


we gain in this way should be applied 
to the finer working of the soil. 
Aa n 


general thing, but one harrowing suc- 
ceeds the cultivating before seeding. 
Another cross-harrowing is of immense 
benefit, and it should be given if pos- 
sible. 
One harrowing after the culti- 


vating usually leaves the field in a verj 
smooth, even condition, but it is the 
second harrowing that makes the sur- 
face fine. Aa a rule we should pul 
more work on the land before the seed 
is sown and. less after. 
Tho finer tha 


seeds to be sown the finer the soil 
should be made. For small garden 
seeds we can hardly make the soil fina 
enough with our field harrows. In 
small gardens the garden-rake may bu 
used after the harrow, but one who ia 
gardening on a large scale should have 
a v«ry light harrow with small, steel 
teeth set closely together. Such an 
implement is also excellent for tha 
smaller field seeds, such aa gras=, tur- 
nips, etc. The roller should not be 
used on heavy soils either before 01 
after seeding. 
On light, porous soils it 


may precede the marking for crops 
that are to be planted in, rows or drills. 
A he.avy plank drawn broadside ovei 
the land is often vastly superior to the 
roller, as it grinds the lumps instead o) 
pressing them into the ground.—Ohic 
Farmer. 


What Teachers Are Doing to Decrease tb.9 


Percentage of Illiteracy. 


The members of the teaching profes- 


sion in this country are exhibiting, at 
the present time, a most commendable 
zeal in all good works. 
A review of 


the proceedings of the district conven- 
tions, county institutes and State asso- 
ciations reveals an extraordinary spirit 
of progress. The columns of tho edu- 
cational periodicals abound in papers 
which are full of interesting sugges- 
tions, original ideas and theories of all 
kinds. Every teacher seems to haro 
his or her peculiar view which, on tha 
proper occasion, ia yery courageously 
advanced. Opinions, diametrically op- 
posed, constantly clash, but all are the 
outcome of one unanimous desire—im- 
provement. The country at large is to 
be felicitated on this 
condition of 


things. 


It occasionally surprises tho tuition 


and tax-payers to find how far some of 
the vital questions in the administration 
nf tlie public schools are from being dc- 
ii.i'tely settled, but this surprise grows 
out, of the American disposition to re- 
gard ten years a century and fifty years 
an age, and to forget that we are yet, 
and naturally, in the period of institu- 
tional beginnings and experiments. 
The public at large should not, there- 
fore, grow restive because the teachers 
are given to debate and disagreement. 
They will come to conclusions, doubt- 
less, in good time. Their energy and 
devotion to educational interests must 
be considered as devoid of the selfish- 
nesi that characterises place-hunting 
politicians, for the reason that their 
positions are usually arduous and their 
financial expectations inconsiderable. 
iThey certainly present themselves in 
ithe attitude of soldiers enlisted on the 
jside of a great and worthy cause, their 
loyalty being due to purer and higher 
motives than individual benefit. 


The question o£»a large appropriation 


by the National Government to be de- 
voted to the suppression of illiteracy 
has aroused them as never before. 
They now find themselves facing a 
great evil with the possibility of secur- 
ing effective means for its overthrow, 
and they feel something of that ardor 
which our forefathers felt when the 
Stamp Tax enabled them to draw a 
line, and which the old Abolitionists 
experienced when the proposition to 
extend slavery brought their affair to 
an issue. 
Heretofore the teachers, 


though imbued with a desire to ban- 
ish ignorance from the laud, were con- 
tent to plod along in their mission, be- 
lieving that tho light would gradually 
spread as the years wore on, yet witn 
the discouraging consciousness that 
the lane was very long. Now, sud- 
denly, an over-plus in the Treasury 
suggests a plan whereby a grand ad- 
vance can be made, and the conse- 
quence .is a general stimulation of en- 
ergy and eager desire to go forth to 
conquer. Whether such an appropria- 
tion by tho Government is altogether 
advisable is not the question with them. 
They have settled that to their own sat- 
isfaction, and believe, if we may trust 
the reports, that the country's glory 
can be subserved in no way so well its 
by educating the great body of illit- 
erate voters. Whether or not the ap- 
propriation shall be made, the teachers 
will have been greatly elevated In the 
public regard by tha philanthropic po- 
sition they "have taken, and the assur- 
ance they have given that they are 
striving according to their best lights 
to improve the intellectual and moral 
life of tho Nation. 


Kealizing, therefore, the progress the 


teachers are making in the work of 
educating the people—aprogress which 
has the positive testimony of figures— 
the relation of the teacher to reforma- 
tory measures in the prisons is a mat- 
ter for the curious to consider. If ed- 
ucation means the increase of the 
citizen's responsibil.ties, it may be per- 
tinently suggested that, with the in- 
crease of educational opportunities, 
prison discipline should grow sharper, 
and punishment rather than reforma- 
tion bo the policy of the prison-keep- 
ers. If the percentage of illiteracy, 
accordingly, continues to be re_duced 
by the teachers, the social scientists of 
the country bhould not fail to give this 
matter their attention.—Q. G. Matthews, 
in l/ie Current.
